We do not 
for a moment advocate the despatch of Egypt- 
ian or Indian troops to save Mecca from 
the Imam. Egypt, after all, though a tri- 
butary, cannot be expected to pay. in blood 
and money because the Tarks have mis- 
governed Arabia for some time past, and we 
doubt if the preservation of Tarkish rale 
in the Hedjaz is worth the bones of a 
bhisti, let alone a Bombay grenadier. If 
Germany wishes to help the Saltan, let her 


try. The despatch of European soldiers to the 
oer. | Holy Cities to drive out the Imam’s warriors, 


to a Tark’s comprehension, would be casting 
out the devil with the aid of Beelzebub, 
Great. Britain’s duty is simple enough. 
She must maintain an absolute neatrality, 
keeping a vigilant look-out on the Arabian 
frontier, and jealously watch events in Syria 
and Palestine, where the effects of a great 
Arab success would soon be felt. There is no 
reason to suppose that the Imam of the Yemen 
would ‘be a worse raler of the Holy Cities than 
the late Cherif of Mecca. It is just possible that 
he and his followers might treat British, In- 
dian, and Egyptian ‘pilgrims more -hamanely 
than the late Cherif and several recent Osmanli ~

THE RISE IN COTTON, 


oo 


This rise 


Lancashire } ‘ot ‘operated freely 
by way of assistance to this bull movement. 
They are well bought, and have vety few 
orders of weight to place just now, Egyptian 
cotton has been dearer, bat no change of 
moment has shown itself this week, 

It is perhaps unnecessary to repeat that the 
present season’s American yield will be 
14,000,000 of bales. It is pointed out that the 
consumption of the last crop throughout the 
world has been at a much greater rate than 
previously, and that at the end of next Augnst 
it will be found that there will not be as much 
cotton to carry over as expected. As to the 
new crop, nothing, of course, can for some time 
be definitely stated. The prospects, according 
to trustworthy private reports, are not discou- 
raging, and those who have watched tho 
weather récently have stated that we shall 
have a small output. With regard to the 
Egyptian cotton crop, the latest reports are 
fairly good, but it is not expected that the 
yield will be much larger than that of last 
season. 

Oar total shipments of cotton goods for the 
past six months have, like yarn, been on an 
enormous scale as compared with the corres- 
ponding period in the previous year. ‘The 
increase this year is about 16 per cent. on last 
year. China has taken 185 million yards more 
than last year. Bengal and Bombay have in- 
creased their takings, and so hava Japan, 
Egypt, and Tarkey. As a matter of fact, thirty 
outlets have shown increased imports, and 
only thirteen have taken less, and these are 
unimportant. A feature of interest has been 
the stationary position of the exports of print- 
ed goods. Grey cloth has increased, and so 
have bleached desoriptions, as well as dyed 
sorts, but prints have shown no improvement 


in the demand abroad,

SUCCESS OF MBASURES. 

The energetic measuree which have been 
taken by the Ministry of the Interior to 
combat the cotton worm and to check’as far 
as possible the damage which it causes to the 
cotton crops, are proving very successfal, as 
the considerable decrease in the area attacked 
during last week amply demonstrates. The 
first brood which appeared in Jane has been 
dealt with, that of July is at present being 
actively dealt with and has to a large extent 
been destroyed, and the workers are now 
hnsily sceking for the eggs of the third or 
Augast brood, which in previous years has 
always proved to be the largest and has 
caused most damage. We underatand, however, 
that the work of the last two months has 
been £o effective that the third brood will, in 
all probability, be very slight, and that there 
is very little fear of the worms appearing in 
large nambera. 

In connection with this work, we might 
mention that Mr. Machell has not yet fixed 
the date when he will go on leave, but is 
waiting until he can be certain that there will 
be no reappearance of the worm this season, 
when the work will be practically completed. 
Mr. Machell has shown himselt indefatig- 
able in the way he bas organised and super- 
intended the work for the destruction of the 
worm, and in his personal inspection of the 
work done in those cultivations which have 
suffered more severely than others.

Monday's “Official Journal” contains a long 
list of the successful candidates in the Primary 
Certificate examination. Ont of 3,233 can- 
didates 1,173 passed the examination with 
success.Ot the total of the successful candidates 
1,111 had taken the Eoglish and 62 the French 


180. 
The saccessfal candidates have been grouped 
in two divisions. The first division includes 
all who obtained 75 % or more of the maximum 
number of marks obtainable, who number 130. 

The first name on this list is that of Nessim 
Abd-el-Sayed, of the Bab el Charieh School, 
who obtained 140} marks out of 160, -his 
a ing high all through. Hamid Ahmed, 
of the El-T'ahdirieh School, is second on the 
list with 136}, and eleven other candidates 
have obtained over 130 marks. We notice that 
the 12 candidates on the French side who 
obtained marks justifying their inclusion in 
the first division show a higher average in 
their marks for French than the pupila who 
took the English course obtained for English. 

Twenty girls entered for the examination, of 
whom 10 passed. The Government schools 
sent up 556 boys who took the English course 
and 9 gitls, one only boy taking the French 
course. the free schools 497 boys and 1 
girl entered on the English side, and 53 boys 
on the French. 48 private pupils took up Eng- 
lish and 8 French—all boys. 

We wonder would it be possible for the 
Ministry of Public Instruction to publish, with 
the lista, the religion and origin of the pupils 
entering for the examination. Statistics showing 
the proportion of Syrian, Copt, and Israelite 
candidates would be of considerable interest to 
the public,

girle. A large garden; but not large enongh, i: 
attached to the school ; here the girls witnes- 
‘for the first timeithe daily aniracles of Nature, 
the opening and closing of flowers, the sowin; 
of seeds and their’ growth; vegetables, flower? 
fruits, shrubs, trees reveal. their secrets to the 
astonished students. Little feet hitherto ac- 
customed to rich carpets, or to be tucked up 
on soft divans, now venture forth into the 
rough oatdoor world and find it delightful. 
These delicately-nartured girls work in the 
garden, cook their own meals, make and wash 
their clothes, do. the housework, and imbibe a 
spirit of industry strange to all their previous 
traditions. No European school could be more 
creditably maintained, or kept more exquisitely. 

In all the State schools of Egypt the Koran 
is taught. ln one corner of the garden is a 
small room built |to serve as a mosque ; attend- 
ance is voluntary, but three times a dsy each 
girl retires there fot private prayer. 
| These schools have been recently founded 
to provide female teachers; they have not 
been in existence long enough for any girls 
to have completed the two-years’ course ; it 
may be they will\fail in their primary object ; 
itis possible that the girls who have been 
educated will none of them persevere in the 
teaching profession ; nevertheless, as Egyptian 
wives and mothers, they must become the 
leaders of the revolution. The one sim and 
object eet before the Egyptian woman is 
marriage ; she has no voice in her own fate ; 
she is ather father’s absolute disposal. ‘The 
father of a girl at/one of these schools recently 
came to the lady principal to remove his 
daughter at once ; she was a promising pupil, 
and the lady begged him to allow his daughter 
at least to remain and finish her course ; the 
father regretted that it was quite impossible, 
as he had arranged for herto be married to- 
morrow. So the poor girl was sent for, in- 
formed of her fate, and allowed to depart. An 
incident of this kind works for the revolution. 
Enlightened women will not put up with it 
long. As the years roll on, some of the trained 
girls may possibly return to the profession as 
widows. In Mussalman society the widow has 
a recognised and independent position, and to 
such a one the excellent salary of a Govern- 
ment teacher would have considerable at- 
tractions. 

In this great work two women are associated 
as heads of two of the Normal Schools, Miss 
Johnstone and Mademoiselle Santamaria ; it 
was no easy matter to find two women of any 
nationality capable of winning. the confidence 
of these older girls, while maintaining the order 
and discipline essential to success. But when 
the great revolution has been accomplished, the 
names of these early pioneers will be handed 
down with affectionate reverence. 

We have assumed, or we have had thrust 
on us, vast responsibilities in the Valley of the 
Nile ; this is obvious to the most careless 
tourist who does not keep his eyes shut ; in 
every direction, morally, physically, socially, 
commercially, the ‘Egyptian is making rapid 
strides under English guidance and English 
inspiration ; the seclusion and ignorance of the 
women are the last swrongsolis:: ot Moham- 
edan stagnation. 

A nation- whode women are in bondage 
cannot. be called free. Among Mohamedans | 
the seclusion ‘of women isa religious, nota 
social question ; but ita blighting effect on the 
whole people is being recognised. Where two 
languages are taught in the schools 95 per 
cent. of theparents now desire that the second 
language shall be ‘English. A few years ago 
French was the favorite language, but since 
the Fashoda incident the people have been 
persuaded that the future of their country lies 
with the English people, and not without 
reason, 

Having visited) Egypt at intervals since 
1869, I have been greatly impressed this winter 
with its changed aspect. There are more life 
and movement everywhere ; more flocks and 
herds in the fields ; more boats on the river ; 
in the country, oncgso silent and deserted, are 
long processions of camels and donkeys, and 
the population has enormously increaged. The 
standard of comfort among the fellaheen has 
risen with the higher prices they get, for all 
their produce. In Cairo the police have none of 
the arrogance ot Eastern officials ; they are 
quiet, civil, and admirably disciplined. The 
engineers employed on the irrigation works are 
alert and enthusiastic with the traditions of 
English gentlemen.| The social revolution will 
be complete when it has reached the families 
of the apper classes ; when the English tongue 
and English literature find their way into 
Ezyptian homes the seclusion of women is 
doomed. 

In the glorious days women held their right- 
fal place ; in life and in death the queens were 
honored as the kings ; and we still hope for a 
time vhen “Pharaoh’s daughter’ and her 
maidens may once| more wander freely along 
the banks of the Nile, without shocking the 
austere decoram of Oriental life, and Egypt 
may again take an honorable place in the 
Comity of Nations. (Sir Edmund Verney, Bart., 
in the “Contemporary Review.”) 


4 REVOLUTION IN EGYPT. 


A revolation is a gtowth, not a cataclysm : 
the seeds of thé Egyptian Revolution wero 
sown in the autumn of 1901 when Miss Amina 
Hafiz Maghrabi was admitted to the Stockwell 
Road Training College for Teachers. 

Miss Amina is the daughter of one of tte 
officials in the Ministry of Pablic Instraction 
at Cairo, and after passing preliminary ex- 
mination, was sent to England to be educated 
at the.expense of the Egyptian Government. 
When her arrival was expected Miss Manley, 
the Principal of the Training College, assemb'ed 
the pupils ; she told them that a Moham- 


to help her in welcoming the Egyptian stran- 
ger ; the College was at the time quite full ; 
immediately nine girls offered to give up 
their rooms to the newcomer; and then, each 
day until lier arrival, the stadents put fresh 
flowers in her room to show the sincerity of 
their welcome. 

Miss Amina spent nearly three years at 
Stock ; then she returned to her own people ; 
now she is a teacher at the Abbas Public 
Girls’ School at Cairo, and the right hand of 
Miss Spears, the Principal ;. this seed is bear- 
ing fruit. No Revolution can be a success 
onless the women take it up, and it is the 
women who are going to tarn Egypt upside 
down ; it is the Mussulman women who have 
already begun to do so. 

In every land, with every race, in all reli- 
gions, we are what our mothers make us. 
What chance has the Mussulman woman of 
helping forward her country, if she is for ever 
confined to a room or 8 courtyard? The 
Egyptian women are still veiled in the streets, 
but. with many it is the merest apology for a 
veil, a covering as transparent as a Eoropean 
beauty wears for protection against dust. In 
various ways Egyptian women are beginning 
to move, bat it is in their edacation that the 
seeds of revolution are baing sown. 

Every kind of education in Egypt is highly 
centralised. No other country carries the cen- 
tralisation of education to the same extent. 
‘The Ministry of Education controls not only 
Elementary. and Secondary Edacation and the 
Education of ‘Teachers, but also the Medical 
and Law Schools as well as all Technical Edu- 


schools a mere tourist is struck with the force 
of the brain-power at work on education in 
Egypt. The inert mass of the Egyptian mind 
has to be leavened withenthusiasm and life—a 

gigantic task—but still, the beginning has been 
made. Only highly-trained Englishmen have 
undertaken it ; only those having a University 
degree aro admitted to the service For some 
seven or eight years has this work been going 
on,-and now some fruits are beginning to 
appear. 

But this education, striking as it is, is not 
working a revolution ; the germs of the revolu- 
tion are being sown in the far more delicate 
and difficult task of arousing among the Mue- 
sulman women an enthusiasm for education ; 
that is, perhaps, the most wonderful thing to 
be seen to-day on the banks of the Nile, 

It is difficult for Englishwomen to realise 
the blankness of mind resulting from the seclo- 
sion of women ; it is trae of most that they 
have never even seen a book, and rarely an 
Arabic newspaper ; practically, none can read ; 
they have not even picture books ; anything 
like-serious conversation is unknown ; they can 
talk about their babies or their ‘trinketa, but 
nothing else. Their needlework is mechanical 
embroidery ; they cannot make their own 
clothes. They know nothing of what is passing 
in the outer world, nor do they even realiee 
that:there isan outer world. In the country 
the peasant women are not secluded ; they are 
acquainted with the ordinary: operations of 
agriculture ; but in the towns they know no- 
thing of this ; they have no ides, or wish to 
know; where s potato comes from or how it 
grows. The tiny girls of the poorest classes in 
Cairo are beginning to attend the kindergarten 
andthe humblest of the elementary schools, 
but it is not through them that the revolution 
is coming. 

The really astonishing work that has been 
going on for nearly two years is the education 
for the teaching profession of girls of the better 
class aged from about fourteen to twenty. 
There are two or three schools where these 
gitls are received as boarders, and carefully 
tended by European mistresses ; the amazing 
thing is that they throw aside their veils and 
consent to be taught by men. The visitor finds 
himself in a bright airy room opening out of a 
garden, where some fifteen or twenty young 
women, in a taatefal uniform dress, bright-eyed 
and eager, are being instructed by a handsome 
young sheikh in his longsilk dressing gown and 
red cap and turban ;he himself has been 
trained in one of the normal colleges, and has 
passed through the two-year course. Each girl 
is seated at a separate desk of the latest high- 
school pattern ; the blackboard and chalk are 
there, as in our own land, the picturesque 
Arabic characters looking strangely ont of 
place, and the writing being, of course, from 
right to left:

BRITISH v. FOREIGN STEEL 
GIRDERS IN EGYPT. 


Our. attention bas been called (says the 
“fron and Steel ‘Trades Journal and Colliery 
Engineer’) to & remarkable statement as to 
the relative cost of British and Continental 
steel girders which, appeared in the monthly 
Journal of the British Chamber of Commerce 
of Egypt published last February. This semi- 
oficial journal states that although during the 
past two years the demand for stractural 
material in Egypt has been unprecedented, 
almost the whole of the demand has been sup- 
plied from the Continent, and {in the Egyptian 
markets there bas been an almost entire 
- absence of British steel. The following state- 

ment or explanation is made :— 

“Rolled steel girders of British make are 
never geen here, On this subject it is impos- 
sible to say anything, but rather to ask the 
managers of British rolling mills why British 
girders should be 65 per cent. dearer than 
their Belgian or German fellows of similar 
section. The old reply of superior quality 
counts for nothing ; the Continental prodaction 
is good enough, and consequently sells.” 

If it were true that the stcel girders rolled 
in this country sre 65 per cent. dearer than 
similar sections supplied by Continental 
works, this would be an easy and instant 
explanation of the reason why “steel girders 
of British make are never seen” in Egypt. 
(he statement we have quoted has been 
reproduced withoat contradiction in at 
Jeast one of the London journals, but in 
the interests of our industry it is perbaps 
well to ‘fasten it to the counter” for 
the information of those who are or may be 
buyers of steel girders for Egypt or any other 
country. As tbe matter stands,if the quotation 
above were accepted as accurate, it would be a 
waste of time to consider the British girder 
mills fur one moment as possible competitors 
for orders, seeing that they are shat out of 
Egypt, not by some narrow margin,but because 
Continental makers are 65 per cent. cheaper. 

The statement, however, is undoubtedly 
inaccurate as a whole, though it may be true 
that "The old reply of superior quality counts 
for nothing ; the Continental production is 
good enough, and consequently sells.” There 
are reasons why British girders have been 
dearer than those of foreign make, and one of 
these is that until quite recently there were no 
British standard sections of girders, and there- 
fore the rolling mills could not produce good 
‘quantities of any given section, and so secure 
minimum cest of production. ‘To-day we have 
British standard sections of good design, and 
acientifically more correct, and of greater load- 
carrying power per pound of metal in the 
_section than those of Continental standard. The 
result is that now our makers are able to carry 
stocksof standard sections, whichare an immense 
advantage to both manufacturer and bayer. 
The latter can now generally get instant deli- 
very from stock, or at any rate something to 
go on with; while the maker, when the rolls 
are changed fur another section, need not 
hesitate to let the mill have a good run before 
changing the rolls again, knowing that the 
standard section he is putting in stock is an 
article which will sell all the sooner because he 
has it in stock ready for delivery. 

In this country the steel for girders: is 
usually made by the open-hearth process. In 
Belgium and in Germany the steel for girders 
is made, as a rule, either by the Thomas (basic) 
or the Bessemer (acid) process, Assaming that 
a comparison in price is made betwesn a 
Siemens (open hearth) rolled steel girder of 
Continental manufacture, the difference in 
price f.o.b. shipping port in Great Britain and 
f.o.b. Antwerp respectively would be about 11 

* per cant. ‘The Continental producer, however, 
has a fixed extra charge of about 5 per cent. 
for steel made by the open-hearth process, 
thus leaving a difference of abont 6 per 
cent. in cost price per ton f.o.b. against 
the British prodacer. It is unfortanately 
trae that our manufacturers are frequently 
treated badly by the British shipping com- 
panies in the matter of freights, making 
higher charges on British goods from British 
ports than the rates they quote for si- 

milar goods from Continental ports to a 

given foreign port, and this, of course, may 

affect the cost at destination and tell against 

British interests and industries. 

The difference in the cost price of a British

The moment of resistaico maizares the 
strength of a section, and its value means the 
ratio of strength to weight. ‘Ine above compa- 
risons, selected at random,show thata ton of the 
British steel product is 3 per cent. to 4 per 
cent. stronger than a ton of the German 
product, and itis therefore worth 3 per cant. 
to 4 percent. more money, quite apart from 
any other quality of the material. Again, the 
average Continental joist of steel has an ulti- 
mate tensile strength about 15 per cent. below 


. 18 XT 75 124 97 
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is that the Continental’ manufactarer requires 
4 percent. margin on theoretical weight, and 
conseqaently the same maryin in theoretical 
strength, while the British mancfacturer is 
content with a difference of 2} per cent. The 
careful designer would expect that the full 
margin might be taken, and therefore would 
assume 14 per cent. greater strength for the 
British prodact. 

Adding up these percentages it will be found 
that the British joist is usually about 20 per 
cent. stronger than the Continental substitute, 
allowing nothing for the admitted superiority 
of open-hearth metal as compared with Besse- 
mer basic steel. 

The argument that the Continental product 
is good enough does not meet the case, and if 
the users of these joists and girders understood 
all the facta and their bearing on the business, 
they would either insist on having 20 per cent. 
Continental metal, or would take British steel 
of 20 per cent. less weight. In either case this 
is equivalent to 20 per cent. preference in 
price, and this is all we need to equalise matters 
and oust our rivals out of the Egyptian and 
other markets,in which we are at least entitled 
to consideration. 

Time was when thé Continental makers of 
rolled joists and girders “had the foot” of our 
manufacturers, bat this is notso now. The 
British standard sections were agreed upon 
quite recently, long after the standards had 
been adoptedin Germany. Our sections are up 
to date and take advantage of all the later im- 
provements in heavy rolling mills, and in the 
British sections the metal is more scientifically 
distributed than in the German equivalents or 
imitations. The flanges are relatively thicker 
and wider and the web correspondingly thinner. 
The thick webs and narrow flanges of the 
Continental sections were accepted years ago 
as a concession to the limitations of practical 
mannfacture, and though the British standard 
sections could only be formulated to conform 
to the capabilities of our existing mills, they 
are, a3 we have said, scientifically and econo- 
mically much ahead of the Continental standard 
sections.

REDISTRIBUTION IMMOLATED. 


“ Times, ” 


A remarkable change in the aspect of Go- 
vernment business was, yesterday effected in 
the House of Commons. Mr. Balfour dropped 
his Redistribution Resolutions altogether, and 
announced that the Unemployed Workmen Bill 
was in process of undergoing alterations by 
which he hoped that it might be made prao- 
tically non-contentious, Acocustomed as we are 
at this season of the year to what is known in 
Parliamentary jargon as the slaughter of the 
innocents, the most hardened Parliamentary 
heart must feel a pang at the immolation of 
one innocent: within a week. of its birth. The 
long-hoped for Redistribution Resolutions have 
remained just seven days upon the notice paper 
of the House. Their fate was sealed by the 
considered raling of the Speaker that they 
could not ba submitted to the House en bloc, 
but would have to be considered in Committee 
under eight or nine heads. A Bill in the next 
Session was to have been founded on the re- 
solutions; but, as they are gone, the Bill is to 
be brought in without them. Precedent is 
against the course originally proposed, there- 
fore the curse now to be taken is to be that 
indicated by precedent, ‘This looks charmingly 
simple, but we may conclude that Mr, Balfour 
is not entirely free from misgivings, since he 
has called a meeting of the Unionist party to- 
day to consider the pesition of the Govern- 
ment with regard to the redistribution question.

“TELEGRAPH.” 


The Prime Minister suffered not at all by 
the enforced abandonment of the resolut‘ons. 
In announcing the adoption of this step, Mr. 
Balfour undertook to introduce a Bill framed 
on simnilsr, thoogh not necessarily identical, 
lines, in the next Session of Parliament. No- 
thing, therefore, is lost, and a little precious 
time is gained this year, which may be utilised 
to pass measures which otherwise would be 
marked for massacre. We do not regret the 
decision, since it will give Ministers ample time 
to examine carefully criticiam upon their 
original echeme tendered by their own suppor- 
ter, though it would be worse than idle to pay 
any attention to those of the Opposition, who 
only ure the precious ointment of advice to 
break th: hcads of their political foes.

The ides of disposing of a complex and 
highly controversial policy by a single vote, 
Yea or Nay, was absolutely untenable, nor did 
any practical Parliamentarian feel any doubt 
as tothe nature of Mr. Lowther’s decorously 
postponed decision. On the Ministerial front 
bench, however, a different view must have 
prevailed, for, unless Mr. Balfour had expected 
to carry the Resolution, he could have no object 
in explaining the details of his plan. It is idle, 
therefore, to pretend that the view expressed 
from the Chair is not a rebuff to the Govern- 
ment.

IN RUSSIA. 


"Darty News.” 


To-morrow will witness another great  epi- 
sode in the break-up of the Russian autocmacy. 
The meeting of Zemstvos and municipal dele- 
gates is fixed to take place at the recidente of 
Prince Dolgorouki. The object is an open 
challenge to the Tsar and his Ministers. It is 
to denounce the scheme of reforms proposep 
by the Minister of the Interior and the dila- 
tory tactics of the Tsar. The meeting has béen 
proclaimed, but four hundred delegates have 
arrived in Moscow, and Prince Dolgoronki 
states that nothing but armed force will: pre- 
vent this historic gathering. This daring line 
of action shows, as so many preceding. inci- 
dents have shown, how entirely the nation, and 
especially the educated class, is throwing off 
ita ancient servitude and dread of the author- 
ities. We shall see whether Tsar. Trepoff will 
dare to deal out to the finest flower of the 
nation'the measure that was dealt out to the 
victims of Viadimir’s Day.

In spite of the fact that the Tsar has en- 
conraged his subjects to discuss domestic 
reforms, the Government is doing its utmostto 
prevent the meeting of theZemstvos and muni- 
cipal representatives which is to be held in 
Moscow to-morrow. According to one corre- 
spondent, General Trepoff has sent orders to 
arrest all the delegatesbefore the meeting, but 
we cannot believe that even Russian bureau- 
cracy will be quite o foolish as that. It seams 
probable that the meeting will be held, and, 
inasmach as ita members are staunch sup- 
porters of the Throne, and only desirous of 
obtaining reasonable and practicable reforms, 
there is every reason to believe that it will 
pass no resolutions which could be regarded as 
violent or revolutionary by any eyes save 
those of blind supporters of absolutism.

FRIENDSHIP OUT OF WAR.

The world is voluble with talk of alliances. 
A friendly agreement even between Rassia

lo those who have. lived’ for any time in 
Hrance it was not necessary,to recall the fact 
that Friday last was the Fourteenth of July. 
From early. morning the streets were fall of 
soldiers marching to Longchamps forthe grand 
review—at which the guests of honor this year 
were the British Naval officers from Brest— 
and’which is held at eight o'clock now, in- 
stead of in the afternoon because of the 
outery against the needless deaths which for- 
merly used to result from the excessive heat. 
The review is made the occasion of-a great 
popular manifestation: Everybody likes sol- 
diers, but with the French the Army is an 
object of devotion. If a regiment passes in 
the street everybody reverently uncovers, and 
when there is an opportunity of seeing 
twenty thousand troops en masse on-a 
national holiday, the whole of Paris makes a 
point of spending the early part of the day 
iat the Bois de Boulogne. It is a sight which 
one does not readily forget. The troops file 
past on Longchamps racecourse, and the grass 
is black with the living mass of spectators. 
The rich go in their private carriages and 
electric broughams. ‘The poor go on foot. 
Aud when the great final charge, the wild 
maddening rush of the cavalry, has ended in 
a whirlwind of dust, from which one can only 
distinguish the point of the men’s gleaming 
sabres, the crowd squats contented on the 
grass, undoes its provisions of wine and cold 
meat, and partakes of an. al fresco luncheon. 
Then begins the tradge homewards, and when 
the.city is reached, the crowd speedily forgets 
its fatigue, for there are musicians in every 
street, aud au open-air ball at every corner. 


As the National Féte fell on a Friday this 
year it was resolved to keep it up over Satur- 
day, and as Sunday is always a popular holi- 
day that means that Parisians have enjoyed 
the anaccustomed luxury of three long days 
of revelry and cessation from work. Dancing 
commenced on ‘lhursday evening in the public 
thoroughfares.Free performances were given on 
Friday at the Opera, the Opera Comique, and 
the Comédie Frangaise, and in the evening 
firework displays took place at various’ points 
in the city. Omnibuses and tramways ceased 
running at seven p.m., and in every other way 
that it is possible to forget work and abandon 
oneself to play, the lighthearted Parisian 
carried oat the programme. It is estimated 
that at least a hundred thousand persons left 
Paris last week for the seaside and the moun- 
tains—those who have seen the 14th of July 
before, and wanted to get away from it,—but 
their places have been taken by almost as 
many-provincials, to whom the noise and the 
decorations and the boisterous revelry of the 
great city spell a terrestrial paradise. 


King Edward's. recent courtesies to the 
officers of the Duguay-Trouin, the French 
naval school-ship now at Liverpool, have had 
the happiest effect upon public opinion here— 
an effect that will be increased when the 
French Squadron pays ita return visit to 
Cowes next month. I had some conversation 
with a distinguished Frenchman this after- 
noon, who, speaking with some personal know- 
ledge of his Majesty, referred to him as the 
aupremeat diplomat of the hour. “It is astonish- 
ing,” he said, “how he has been able to shape 

_ the foreign policy of England, and, what is 
“equally important, to inflaence popular feeling, 
whilst remaining strictly within the limita of 
a constitutional monarch. I have little doubt 
that he inspired the two visits of the fleets, 
just as it was bis inflaence which concluded 
the Boer war, to the great relief of- sincere 
Mfriends of England in France. Then, after- 
wards, he changed by his presence in Paris the’ 
current of opinion that, up to the moment, 
had been very unfavorable. King Edward is 
ever for the side of peace. The effect ot these 
recent fétes will last, I assure you.” 


“I am quite unable to tell,” continued this 
representative man, “what trath there may be 
in the suggestion of a changed attitade on the 
part of England towards Russis. Many of us 
believe that if there is no ‘rapprochement,’ 
there is, at least, a ‘détente’ perceptible and 
real, Now, if the day shonld come when 
England looks with friendly eyes upon Russia 
and'lends her a helping hand to raise her from 
tha mire, then I, as well as many of my 
countrymen, will again see behind this the 
work of the Sovereign of Great Britain. He 
hae, [ believe, shown special consideration to 
the Rossian Ambassador in London. With his 
great political sagacity, the King realises that 
a weakened Russia disturbs the balance of 
Europe. If, by his Majesty's influence, coupled 
with the strong and direct action of President 

toorevelt, the war should cease in a few 
months, thus enabling Ruesia to deal effec- 
tively with her internal troubles, then, I say, 
that would be the best present that the Entente 
could give oz. 

“Friendly with as and not onfriendly to 
Rassia, whilst maintaining strong and active 
links with Japan, England would ‘be ina 
position to regulate those difficulties that are 
now perplexing the world. And, certainly, by 
proffering good advice to Japan, she may do 

_mnch to hasten the termination of this dis 
astrous war.’

But do we not 
remember that Paul wrestled with the extre- 
mists on the subject of King Edward’s visit 
and declared against those: who would disgrace 
the fair name of French hospitality a:.d respect 
for the distinguished stranger. 

One of the best ways of maintaining the en- 
tente cordiale which so happily subsists between 
France and Great Britain is to remove as far as 
possible all occasions of offence between French 
citizen and British subject, and from this point 
ot view it is satisfactory to find the Governments 
of the ,two countries concurring in an arrange- 
ment to give greater security to marriage be- 
tween a young Frenchman and an English girl, 
Hitherto the situation has been open to great 
abuse. An English girl goes through the cere- 
mony of marriage with a young Frenchman in 
charch or chapel in the manner which she has 
all her life learned to regard as the proper 
entrance into the holy estateof matrimony, only 
to discover too late that the strict marriage law 
of France has made the) marriage an empty 
form and that she is left neither maid, wife, nor 
widow. No change hasbeen made in theFrench 
law, nor is it likely to be made. All that has 
been done or can be done is by way of precau- 
tion, and to that end the Governments of 
France and England have agreed on a form of 
certificate which in substance declares that the 
intending French husband has fulfilled all the 
requirements of French law for contracting a 
valid marriage in England. ‘This certificate is 
to be given by the local Consul in England for 
the French Republic, and in the interests of 
both parties it is most important that no mar- 
riage by an English girl with a French citizen 
should be contracted without its production, 
Henceforth the English girl will only have her- 
self to blame if the knot is not securely tied. 


In 8 letter to the ‘l’emps” on the lessons of 
the Tsu-shima fight, M. Lockroy,a former

M. Lockroy says that he quotes from figures 
supplied to him by one of the highest technical 
authorities in the Navy. He presumes, for the 
sake of his argument, that the Vérité was 
called upon to fight the King Edward VIL, 
but is carefal to point oat that he has chosen 
those ships only because they offered a usefal 
comparison, and because the British vessel was 
known through having been at Brest. He adds 
that as partisan of the entente cordiale he 
cannot contemplate the prospect of such a 
battle really taking place, 


‘The Vérité was originally designed to carry 
6.5-inch guns as her secondary armament, bat 
there is a probability of their being replaced 
by 8-inch weapons. M. Lockroy proceeds to 
prove that at a range of 4,000 metres neither 
the 6.5 nor 8-inch guns would have any effect 
on either the upper or the lower armour of the 
King Edward VIL, and that, therefore, leav- 
ing out the four 12-inch guns carried by both 
vessels, the British ship would be superior in 
gun power.to her antagonist to the extent of 
her 9.2-inch cannon. 

M. Lockroy contends that the battle of ‘T'su- 
shima proved conclusively that naval victories 
in the fature would be won by means of power- 
fal artillery used at great distances,and pleads 
for battleships decigned with that fact in view.

An important railway reform has just been 
submitted to the Minister of Public Works, 
after a conference between the heads of the 


seven great railway companies of France. | 


Hitherto, when a traveller making a journey 
from one town in France to another was 
obliged to pass through Paris, he has found 
it necessary to cut his journey in two. That 
is to ssy, he has had to take a ticket to Paris 
from his point of departure, and on arriving 
at the capital, take another ticket to his 
destinaticn. On the other hand, as his baggage 
could only be registered to the station for 
which he had taken his first ticket, on his 
arrival in Paris he had to get it ont, see it 
through the customs, have it conveyed across 
Paris at his own expense to the station of 
departure, nd re-register it to its destination. 
In order to avoid all this annoyance, the com- 
panies pop se in fature to issue direct tickets 
vid Paris which will be available for four days, 
counting from midnight to midnight, and 
pasrengers will be able to obtain tickets which 
will include the cost of their transport across 
or around Paris. As for the baggage of pas- 
sengers, that will be conveyed from station to 
station by vehicle at the tariff of 3d. per 201b., 
with a minimum cost of, 2s. The proposed 
reform is intended to apply to 244 stations on 
the systems of the Est, Midi, Nord, Orleans, 
Ouest, P.L.M., and Etet. 


The recent visit to Paris of the young Ras- 
sian giant nine feeteight inches high, whose 
name has been a prominent line for some time 
on Enropean show bills, has revived interest in 
giants in geveral, and a French savant has de- 
livered h'm:elf of some interesting remarks on 
the subjest. In 1718 it appears that a French 
scholar named Henzion published a workabout 
giants, beginning with Adam, who, he asserts, 
was 123 feet 9 inchcstall, while Bve was only five 
feet shorter. But Adam’s descendants began 
to taper off from the beginning. When they 
came to Noah they had sheared down that 
patriarchal navigator to the comparatively 
trivial stature of twenty-seven feet. Abrabam 
was only twenty feet in height, and Moses 
stopped at thirteen, a dwarfin comparison. 
After the great lawgiver the stature of man- 
kind came down to its present average, in 
which there has, been no marked change, except 
in individus] cases, since the beginning of the 
historical and statistical period. Now and 
then a Colossus arises out ofa generation of 
pigmies, like the young Rassian referred to, and 
a big skeleton is dog up, showing that nature 
has some obscure need of giants and has never 
allowed the race entirely to ran out. It seems, 
according to the savant referred to, that they 
are generally weak-minded, as well as frail of 
body, and ssa rule they do not live long. 
Dwarfs, on the other hand, are often nimble- 
witted, and stand a good chance of longevity. 
An Austrian Empress in theseventeenth century 
took the whim to collect all the giants and 
dwarfs in her empire and give them common 
living quarters, Apprehension was expressed 
that the big ones would terrify the little ones, 
bat it was the other way. The giants were 
compelled to ask protection from the impish 
tricks of the dwarfs,and they had to be 
separated before peace reigned among them.
